Oil was first discovered on the Bar-
nett runch six months ago. A well had
been sunk to a depth of nearly 300 feet
when the odor of gas was noted.
As the shaft was drilled deeper the
esoaping gaus became greater in vol-
ume, until it was almost isopossible to
work in the vicinity. Later, when
sand from the well was brought to the
surface, it was found to be impreg-
nated with petrolenm, which burped
readily when s flame was applied.

The indisputable petrolenm indica-
tions have been the source of mmch
interest and many inguiries and
gsoveral offers have been made the
owner to induce him to sell or bond
his property.

It is the intenion of those who have
taken up the bonds on the ranch to
push the work of drilling as fast a8
